The suggestion, said to have come
from a British official in Canadn, has
been made that Presldent MeKinley aml
the Canadian  premier, Sir Wilfrid
Lanrier, meet at some polnt near Cham-
plain, where the president 1s gojourning,
and talk over the Alaskan boundary
question.

The president has already,
It is understood, definitely decided that
this government has no further conces-
slons to offer, while 8ir Wilfrld Laurier
has officlally declared that Canada will
adhere to her demands.

This being the situation it is not at
all probable that it could be changed
in the least by a discussion of it be-
tween Mr. MeKinley and Laurier. A
meeting would of course be marked by
much cordiality on both sides, but it
certainly could have no praetieal result
and It is needless to say that neither
the president nor the premier will re.
gard the suggestion with favor,

POLITICAL EFFECT OF I'HE WAR

The recent Interview of Renator Bur-
rows of Michigan, In which he ex-
pressed the opinfon that If the war in
the Philippines I8 still In progress next
year and the end {8 not then in sight,
the situation will be to the disadvan-
tage of the republican party, is likely
to command attentlon from the admin-
istration, *The only hope for the party
and the country,” sald the senator, *'is
in a speedy change of conditions In the
Philippines, TUnless the war speedily
ends it will become an important polit-

feal fuctor and fts continuance will
muake the outlook for republican
success  uncertaln, to say the least.”

This from a republican United States
sendtor possesses a slgnificance which

While Benator Burrows was
opposed to the expansion policy, be.
Heving that all the United States re.
quired In the Philipplnes wus a naval
statlon, he now thinks that the task we
have undertiken we must go on with,
“Now that we have commenced,” he
sald, “the only thing we can do is to
end the contllet w8 soon  as possible,
After that I8 done the guestion of the
disposition of the Islands or their
permanent retentlon rests with the peos
ple and with congress™ Tut he real
izes, as many others do, that republican
snecess next year will be weriously Lin-
perlled If In the meantime the insur-
rection in the Philippines is not sup
pressed,

There is reason to bolieve that the
udministration Is consclous of this. The
president should himself he  prety
familiar with the popular fecling in re-
gard to the sitvation In the Phillppines;

THE STATE TAX BURDEN.

Few states In the union levy as high a
ratio of taxation upon property subject !
to aksessment ns does the state of Ne- |
braska, In the state of Iowa a tax of
215 mills for state purposes Iy consglilered
extremely high, while in Nelraska the
lowest tax rate for sinte purposes for
the year 1800 18 65 mills, while the lilgh-
ext I8 S1; milly.  The totn]l amount of
state taxoes levied for the present year Is
$1,286,70208, or, In round numbers, |
£1,400,000.  Iven this large levy ls sald |
to be several hundred thousand dollars
below the aggregate of appropriations
voted by the last leglslature, '

The heaviest and the most nsn'ﬂm—‘
gant increase of the tax burdens ls the
1-mill State university tax.,  This tax
18 wore than double the tax ever levied
for this purppse o any ¥ear and
amoints to §100,105—or  nearly  one-
vighth of the entire tax levied for all
purposes, including salaries and inei-
dental expenses of the executive and
judicial officers and all state jostitu-
tions, It 18, moreover, within less than
$6,000 48 high as the entire state school
fund levy. It may be interesting to
note that Douglas county's contribution
toward the malntenance of the Btate
university for the year Is over 24,000,
while Lancaster county, the principal
benetficiary, only contributes 0,400,
Still more to the point is the fact that
the proportion of state tuxes pudd by
Douglus county iz growing heavier from
year to year.  In 1800 Douglas county
pitltl one-tenth of the state tax, A few
years later it was one-ninth, then one-
eighth and now Douglas county is pay-
ing one-seventh of the entire tux.

The total simount of the state tax bhur-
den borne by Douglas county aggre-
gutes for the present year $178,416.25,
which i8 as much as is contributed by
the four mnext wealthlest countles,
In the state, namely: Lancaster, Guage,
Otoe and Cass.

It goes without saying that the burden
borne by Omaha and Douglas county is
outrageously excessive and the rutlo
tixed by the state board inequitable, it
not iniquitonus.  While there is no Jdoubt
that many milllons of dollars’ worth of
personal and corporate property, and es-
pecially the corporate franchises aod
raflroad  improvements in Douglas
county, go practically nnm’xu-d the bur-

den  imposed o by  the state  upon
all  property that has been  re-
turned  and  assessed I8 out  of
all  proportion with that imposed

upon taxable property in other counties,
Instead of placing Douglas county In
the minlmum column it has been placed
in the maximum column and required to
levy 814 mills of state tax for this year.

Will it be surprising If the people of
Drouglas county should send to the next
legislature a delegation pledged to cut
and slash approprintions to the lowest
limit and to oppose extravagiance and
wastefulness in all departments of the
state government?

The knowledge that the ezar has ex-
pressed himsell as pleased with the re-
sults of the late peace conference ought
to be welcome news to the delegates
who participated in the proceedings of
that body.

PROSPEROUS BUSINESS CONDITIONS,
They Promise (o Continue for an In-
definlte Perlod,
Phllndeliphin Times.

It does pot require the weekly returns
of domestle mercantile agencies to tell that
business activity in the United States has
reached unprecedented proportions. It ehows
in m 8cora of different ways. 1t Is reflected
in the fron &nd steel markets, which are
the best baromoter of business conditions.
Earnlngs of our great rallroads tell the
sume story. So do the advances In the
wages of labor and the scarcity of labor
Itself. In many parts of the west, where
new rallroad is under construction, the work
is greatly retarded by the inability of con-
tractors to s#ecura laborers, notwithstanding
the fact that the highest wages quoted In
recent years have been offered. Farmers
have also been at a disadvantage In gather-
ing their crop of winter wheat for'the same

reaspn—-acarcity of labor,

Reports from varlous parta of the vountry
tell that jron and steel mills and glass works
—Industries which usually suspend opera-
tlong at thi§ perlod of the year, partly to
enable repairs to be made and partly be-
cause of the summer's heat—are running full
time—"double turns'* in many Instances.
Another evidence of business activity {s the
scarcity of freight cars. This is all the
morps remarkahle because the roads, since
the return of prosperous business conditions,
have Increased their rolling stock and mo-
tlve power to an extent not known in recent
years.

These indications of business activity are
not of the past, They exist today, and are
likely to continue for an Indefinite period—
untll, at least, the world, eepeclally the
United States, has caught up with Its re-
tarded growth, For the present the demand
exceeds the supply, consumption the produc-
tion. This Is true of nearly every line of
trade and Industry, but is the most pro-
nounced in iron and steel, the demand for
which ls greater than has eyer before been
known. It is true there are signs that this
demand is abating somewhat, but it Is not
because the products are not needed, It is
because, first, of the high level of prices
now prevalling, and, second, becaure new
contracts can only be taken on promises for
no specified time of delivery.
